Apples and peaches we cannot 
give ansy. il««ts we are glad to sell 
I for 20 cents a hundred, and deliver 
I them to the customers. Cabbage bring* 
[but 40 cents a hundred pounds. Green 
corn was not lutlable in the market, 
and my neighbor ,ina myself fed 71 
dozen ears to the cows the last mar¬ 
ket day. Berries help up well, aqd 
we got l7.0Q-’'a cose for them*

This Is a good time to lake a good 
look at the kind of “labor" congress¬ 
men that union men are asked to 
swallow, and so we have secured some 
facts about Lewis from residents of 
his own city.
